Favors Governnent Control of 


“PAYS TRIBUTE TO MORGAN 


Admits That He Has Great Power In 
| 


Financial Affairs of the Country— 
Roosevelt Entered Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Matter as a “Bit of Con- 
tractive Legislation” When Effort 
Was Made to Avert Panic 


Washington, June 8.—The neces- 
sity for government control of great 
corporations was again the feature of 
the testimony of E. H. Gary, chair- 
man of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, before the house investigat- 
ing committee. 

The discussion on this subject was 
reopened by the effort of Representa- 
tive Littleton of New York to learn 
whether J. P. Morgan controlled or 
could control a majority of the banks 
and trust companies in New York. 

Without admitting that Morgan did 
have such control, Gary said he would 
not be frank with the committee if 
he did not say that Morgan had great 
power in the financial affairs of this 
country. After paying a tribute to 
Morgan’s courage Gary said it was be- 
cause one man or group of men did 
have the power to do great harm, if 
they saw fit to do so, that he urged 
government control. Gary’s testimony 
was largely an elaboration of previous 
testimony concerning the absorption 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
pany. 

After declining to discuss the pub- 
lished reports that the department of 
justice had decided to prosecute crim- 
inally the officers of the steel trust, 
Gary continued ‘his recital of the de- 
tails of the merger of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company and the steel 
corporation in the panicky days in 
1907. 

Referring to the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron case, he said ex-President 
Roosevelt entered the matter as a bit 
of “contractive legislation.” 

The committee was not quite satis- 
fied with Gary's explanation last Fri- 
day that the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee company in November, 1907, 
was necessary to avert a ruinous 
panic. 

In this connection Gary told of the 
midnight conference at the home of 


cial train of Henry C. Frick and him- 
elf to the White House, where the 
consent of President Roosevelt and 
the then secretary of state, Mr. Root, 
was gained for the merger. 

The preliminary line of question- 
ing indicated that the committee 
wants a more detailed explanation of 
how the merger averted a panic.

Melrose, Mass., June 6.—Louise 
Brophy, the 4-year-old daughter of 
Alfred A. Brophy, who rode in a car- 
Triage drawn by a wild runaway horse 
Over two miles of the Boston and 
Maine railroad tracks yesterday, with 
the Portland express just behind her, 
has wholly recovered from the effects 
of her thrilling experience. 

Miss Mabel Farnum, who was driy- 
ing the horse, was thrown out of the 
carriage when the horse bolted at 
the sight of a freight train. In spite 
of the injuries received by her fall, 
she pursued the careening carriage a 
mile over the tracks towards Boston. 

Her condition is reported to be seri- 
ous. She suffered from a wrenched 
shoulder, contusions of the face and 
injuries to her right arm. 


CHANCE IS PARDONED 


Was Serving Life Sentence For Mur- 
der In Second Degree 


| Boston, June 8.—Governor Foss 
signed a pardon yesterday afternoon 
for John H. Chance, who was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in. state 
prison on Sept. 11, 1899, for the mur- 
der in the second degree of Charles 
L, Russell, clerk in the drug store of 
the United States hotel. 

The pardon results from a confes- 
sion made a month ago in Chicago 
to Captain Dugan of the Boston police 
by Arthur Hagan, who was tried with 
Chance for the murder of Russell. 
Hagan was acquitted. Chance was 
convicted on circumstantial evidence. 


$100,000 Check For Baby 

Bridgeport, Conn., June 6.—When 
Frederick Sturges of Fairfield learned 
that a son had been born to hig son, 
Frederick Sturges, Jr., and wife at 
their New York home, he wrote a 
check, it is said, for $100,000 for his 
grandson.

DARE-DEViL AIR STUNTS 


Hamilton and Atwood In Sensational 
Flight Near Boston 

Boston, June 8.—Aviators Charles 
K, Hamilton and Harry N. Atwood, 
in a sensational dare-devil flight over 
land and water, flew from the Har- 
vard aviation field at Squantum to the 
Todesco Country club in Swampscott 
last evening. 

The distance as they traversed it, 
swooping, spiraling, racing with 
steam trains and climbing air currents, 
all with the utmost recklessness and 
daring, was estimated by themselves 
at a little over thirty miles. 

Hamilton’s new Burgess-Wright bi- 
plane was used, with double lever 
attachment, allowing either aviator 
to jockey. About half the distance 
was covered with Atwood handling 
the machine and about half with 
Hamilton in charge. 

The time occupied by the flight 
was forty-two minutes, the machine 
leaving the aviation field at 7:08 
o’clock and arriving at the Todesco 
Country club at 7:50. 


HELD UP BY DEADLOCK 


No Railroad Board In Granite State 
to Pass on New Line 

Concord, N. H., June 7.—New 
Hampshire’s need of a railroad com-

SHOT BY TWO WOMEN 


Stokes Entered Their Room to 
Get Certain Letters 


New York, June 8.—W. E. D. 
Stokes, the wealthy owner of the Ho- 
tel Ansonia on upper Broadway, was 
shot three times last night in an 
apartment occupied by two young 
women at 225 West Hightieth street. 

It is charged, and the police say it 
is admitted by the accused, that 
Ethel Conrad, 19 years old, and Lil- 
lian Graham, an actress, 23 years 
old, both had a hand in the shooting. 
They are under arrest. 

The hotel proprietor received bul- 
let wounds in the right thigh, in the 
right leg and the calf of the left leg. 
In all three cases the bullets had 
passed clean through. He clutched a 
revolver in one hand when he was 
picked up” 

According to Stokes’ version of the 
shooting, told through an attorney, 
he went to the room occupied by the 
young women to run down a report 
that they had some letters he had 
written, and to his surpirse “they de- 
manded $25,000 for the return of the 
letters.” 

The presence of a revolver in 
Stokes’ hand was accounted for by 
the attorney’s statement in his behalf 
that he had wrenched it from the Gra- 
ham woman’s grasp.

A GREAT LIST OF NOTABLES 


President Taft and Cabinet, Supreme 
Court Justice White, Congressmen, 
Governors of States as Well as 
Humbler Citizens Participate in 
Golden and Silver Jubilee In Prel- 
ate’s Home City 


Baltimore, June 6.—Nearly 20,000 

persons crowded the big Fifth Regi- 
ment armory today at the civic recep- 
tion in honor of Cardinal Gibbons’ 
jubilee, the fiftieth anniversary of his 
ordination to the priesthood and the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his eleva- 
tion to the cardinalate. 
. When the reception was first plan- 
ned Baltimore’s largest theatre, the 
Lyric, was chosen as the meeting 
place, but it was soon seen that the 
building was too small. The armory 
was then engaged for the occasion. It 
is decorated in red, the cardinal’s 
colors. 

Five hundred persons of pfomi- 
nence accepted invitations. A special 
train from Washington brought Presi- 
dent Taft and members of his cabi- 
net, Vice President Sherman, Chief 
Justice White, Representative Can- 
non, Speaker Champ Ciark, members 
of the diplomatic corps and about 
forty senators and representatives. 

Theodore Roosevelt was present, 
as well as the members of the city 
council of Baltimore, superintendents 
of West Point military academy, and 
the naval academy, governors of sev- 
eral states, mayors of cities, the 
judiciary of the state of Maryland, 
archbishops of the Catholic church in 
the United States, bishops of churches 
of other colleges, presidents of vari- 
ous commercial bodies, presidents of 
institutes of learning and army and 
navy officers. 

There were also present some of the 
most prominent citizens of Baltimore, 
doctors, lawyers, bankers, mer- 
chants, politicians. city officials, of- 
ficers of trust companies, theatrical 
Managers. In a word all classes and 
every creed took part in this notable 
reception. 

Dr. John G. Murray, the Episcopal 
bishop of Maryland, served as chair- 
man of the committee of reception; 
Dr. William Rosenau, one of the 
leading rabbis of Baltimore, and Rev. 
Oliver Huckey, pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, took prominent 
parts in honoring the cardinal. 

Cardinal Gibbons is the son of Irish 
parents. He is very companionable. 
He does not keep a carriage and sel- 
dom uses a trolley car. When he 
wants to go any place within walking 
distance he walks. His life is a very 
simple one. 

Cardinal Gibbons has had a remark- 
able and brilliant career. He was 
born in Baltimore, July 23, 1834, and 
at 19 heentered St. Charles college to 
begin his preparatory studies. At the 
end of three years he was transferred 
to the seminary of St. Sulpice, Bal- 
timore, to study theology and phil- 
osophy. He was ordained priest on 
June 30, 1861.

John M. Pratt, publisher of the 
Somerville Sun, who was found guilty 
at the same time, will appear for sen- 
tence later. The prosecution for libel 
grew out of a charge of drunkenness 
against Woods, which was published 
in The Sun.

NEXICD CITY 
BADLY SHAKEN 


Earthquake Kills Slaty-Three 
and Injures Seventy-Five 


PROPERTY LOSS IS $100,000 


Most of the Victims Are Soldiers Who 
Were Quartered tn Artillery Bar- 
racks—Shock Lasts Fourteen Min- 
utes—Madero Hailed as Conquering 
Hero as He Enters Capital Shortly 
After Disaster Occurs 


Mexico City, June 8.—Sixty-three 
persons. were killed, seventy-five 
wounded and property worth $100,- 
000 was wrecked by an earthquake 
which shook the Mexican capital and 


injected a note of tragedy into what 


was to be a day of rejoicing over the 
arrival of Francisco I. Madero, Jr. 

When the work of searching the 
ruins is completed it is possible that 
the list of dead will be somewhat in- 
creased, for hiding here and there 
throughout the city are doubtless 
many wounded, who, with traditional 
fear of the authorities and govern- 
ment hospitals, are anxious to evade 
discovery. 

The property loss estimate is based 
on calculations made by owners and 
contractors. Little of the logs is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

According to the meteroloxies! ob- 
servatory the greatest intensity was 
reached at the end of the first minute, 
but the instruments continued to re- 
cord shocks for fourteen minutes 
more, The disturbance was vacilla- 
tory and almost free from trepidatory 
motion. 

More than half of the dead ac- 
counted for were soldiers. They were 
Caught beneath the falling walls of 
the artillery barracks at San Cosma, 
near the Mexican Central station. 

Another place where the earthquake 
Was unusually deadly was at the city 
power plant of the street car com- 
pany. There six persons were killed 
and six were wounded. The others 
were found in the debris. This debris 
consisted partly of steel rails which 
had been stacked in the iron and wood 
departments. The victims were in- 
habitants of shacks, built alongside 
the structure. 

With these two exceptions the death 
list was made up of single cases, or 
in a few instances of two or three 
persons caught beneath falling walls 
in unsubstantial buildings. 

Ajthough the shock was plainly felt 
in all parts of the city, few realized 
the magnitude of the catastrophe un- 
til late in the forenoon, because the 
casualties were confined to a com- 
paratively small area. Being accus- 
tomed to earthquakes, which are 
usually harmless, the populace were 
slow to realize that this was the most 
serious shock the capital has suffered 
in twenty years. 

No personal property of Americans 
was damaged, and, with the excep- 
tion of one Chinese killed, no foreign- 
ers were injured. - 

In the barracks where the soldiers 
were killed, twelve women also lost 
their lives. They were the wives of 
artillery men. These women had the 
privilege of spending the night within 
the walls of the barracks, an old 
structure. It was unlike many of the 
older edifices of the city, as its walls 
were comparatively thin. 

In the section known as Santa 
Maria, cracks show here and there in 
pavements throughout the area af- 
fected, and now and then asphalt is 
buckled into ridges from three to five 
inches high. 

Though terror caused by the earth- 
quake drove thousands from the city 
before the arrival of Francisco I. 
Madero, he was nevertheless accorded 
all the honors of a conquerer when he 
reached here in his special train. 

Two hundred thousand persons 
wildly cheering for the man of the 
hour marched, jostled and all but 
fought through the streets of the capi- 
tal to get a glimpse of Madero. Miles 
of bunting, thousands of flags and 
multi-colored blossoms brought from 
the forests of the coast made the capi- 
tal resemble a gigantic operatic scene 
set in the emerald of the grass-cov- 
ered hills. 

Scores of automobiles, laden with 
the fighting chiefs of the army of the 
south, followed a heavy federal 
guard of honor down the principal 
streets to the station, but rebel troops 
were barred from the city and only 
the red stripes and brass buttons of 
the federals gave a military aspect to 
the day. 

Outside in the towns of Centrera, 


‘Guadalupe, San Angel and Huipulco 


lay 5000 picked rebel troops, ready 
at the slightest signal of trouble to 
march down and restore order. With 
each outpost were three machine 
guns.

Nine Men, Three of Them Million- 
aires, Now Rule Pittsburg 

Pittsburg, June 7,-—-Nine business 
and professional men, three of them 
millionaires, have been intrusted with 
the government of Pittsburg, to suc- 
ceed the city councilmen turned out 
of office under the new Pittsburg 
charter bill. 

There is not a politician in the com- 
mission appointed by Governor Tener, 
although the nine men represent the 
choice of Senator Penrose, Governor 
Tener and the state Republican or- 
ganization.

Worcester, Mass., June 5,—Miss 
Catherine Ryan, 19 years old, was 
instantly killed, and her sister, 
Margaret Ryan, 29, was fatally in- 
jured when a large touring car, owned 
and driven by J. F. Qzarn, a con- 
tractor of this city, crashed into a 
telephone pole on Quinsigamond ave- 
nue in Shrewsbury at an early hour 
Sunday morning. 

Mrs. W. L. Rousseau, Frank Win- 
chester and C. J. Breen, who also 
were occupants of the automobile, 
escaped with minor injuries. The 
elder Ryan girl has a fractured spine 
and no hope is held out for her recov- 
ery. With the exception of Breen, 
who is a traveling salesman for a De- 
troit concern and hails from there, all 
are residents of Worcester.

Devoting Politics to Person, and 
Devoting Person to Politics 
I 


The two important political events 
of the past week in Massachusetts 
have been closely allied to the fall 
campaign, - In discussing one of these 
events most people have been rather 
sharper in their comment than this, 
and have said that the central figure 
of one incident was continuing his 
policy of playing politics on every 
important public question; and after 
all, we are inclined to think that such 
a statement is not far in error. 

Joseph Walker has a perfect right 
to call Senator Lodge to account, as 
has every other citizen in the Com- 
monwealth whose servant Senator 
Lodge is supposed to be, Beyond 
that, his actions savor of the cheapest 
kind of political buncomb, Mr, 
Walker has not failed in a single 
instance during the past year to take 
advantage of every trade wind in 
politics, that would enable him to 
secure a scarehead in the daily papers, 
and obtain the amount of publicity 


necessary to the promotion of his | 


candidacy for Governor. It is not 
in the memory of a political observer 
in Massachusetts to recall a time, 
even including the peculiarities that 
marked the Butler campaigns, when 
every political question was made a 
football for personal ambition, as it 
is being made at the present time by, 
Joseph Walker, candidate for Gov- 
ernor. While opinions differ as to 
the value of this sort of campaign, 
it would probably be agreed that if 
the public were not backing up such 
statements as he is making, he would 
cease to make them. But if it is 
necessary to do as Mr. Walker is 
doing to secure political advantage, 
then the great mass of people in 
Massachusetts are more easily fooled 
than it has been supposed they could 
be, 

For four years the writer of this 
column had close association with 
Mr. Walker in the Massachusetts 
Legislature. He, together with all of 
his. colleagues, saw Mr. Walker take 
positions on public questions almost 
without exception in those four 
years, directly contrary to the posi- 
tions he is now taking and advocat- 
ing under the guise of “ progressive 
Republicanism.” Either Mr. Walker 
had poorly grounded convictions in 
the years 1905-6-7 and 8, or they are 


insecurely established at the present 


time. 

Born to wealth, living today upon 
the most questionable form of in- 
creased wealth that our system of 
government provides (namely, the 
unearned increment secured through 
increased values of inherited real 
estate) he yet never hesitates to take 
a position against every form of 
created wealth represented by indus- 
try, commercial aggressiveness, and

lature is supposed to contribute a 
large share. By his vote or through 
his silence he stands today as one of 
the most illustrious examples of that 
type of man who, secure in his own

The aroused popular will to such 
men is supreme, and their chief busi- 
ness is to arouse it. To secure the 
largest number of votes is their sole 
ambition, The prosperity of an in- 
dustrial community; the peace that 
should maintain between employer 
and employee; the promotion of 
larger business; all these take the 
lower place when their analysis of 
conditions is made, and their deter- 
mination is formed as to what is 
their most profitable course in legis- 
lative matters.

tion of the public mind, men of the | 


Walker stripe have succeeded, and are 
succeeding, in securing a recognition 
which in saner times would be im- 
possible. 

Mr. Walker’s impudence in assail- 
ing Senator. Lodge is of little im- 
portance; his impertinence in at- 
tempting to blind the people to his 
natural tendencies and his inherited 
ideas, for the sake of securing their 
votes, is bound to be rebuked sooner 
or later. A clever press agent may 
succeed for a time in making the pub- 
lic believe that the only fe a 
“friend of the people” is this mil- 
lionaire aristocrat, born with a silver 
spoon, and living on the wealth created 
by the growth and prosperity of large 
cities where his real estate happens 
to be located. So successful may 
this sort of campaign be, we may 
even see him Governor of Massachu- 
setts, but better far would it be for 
the Commonwealth to have a hun- 
dred years of such service as the pres- 
ent Chief Executive is giving, than 
one year of such vacillating, insin- 
cere, loosely grounded, popularity- 
seeking public service as Joseph 
Walker is now rendering in his at- 
tempt to pass from his present posi- 
tion into that of the State’s Chief 
Executive.

It is refreshing to turn from a man 
of the type that Mr. Walker has de- 
veloped into, to that other central 
figure in Massachusetts Republican 
politics, who by the announcement of 
his candidacy for Lieutenant Govern- 
or brings himself again into the pub- 
lic limelight.

A Cure for the Cut-Worm 


The following clipping from a 
newspaper file dating back several 
years, is of considerable interest, in 
view of the serious trouble many local 
farmers and gardeners are having 
with the cut-worm: 

“The simplest and most effective 
remedy for these destructive pests, 
which eat the plants off just beneath 
the surface of the soil, is to apply a 
solution of saltpetre around each hill 
close to the plants. The proportion 
of saltpetre necessary is a tablespoon- 
ful to a gallon of water. The quantity 
usually recommended is only a table- 
spoonful to a pail of water, but there 
is not the slightest danger of injuring 
the plants by making the solution as 
strong as recommended, On the con- 
trary, it seems to promote their 
growth. There is no doubt\that corn- 
fields might be protected from the 
ravages of this greedy pest by apply- 
ing the above remedy. With a barrel 
of the solution at each end of the 
cornfield, and a couple of good-sized

Eating and Drinking in France | 


Sometimes I have thought that the 
French people “live to eat,” and that 
the right way to put the sentence 
would be “eat to live.” 

It is true that in all countries where 
the church insists on certain kinds of 
food on certain days, much thought is 
given to eating, while countries where 
no restrictions are placed on food to 
be eaten are seemingly careless about 
what they eat or how it is cooked. 
Scotland and France are good illus- 
trations of this statement about eat- 
ing. (While there are exceptions, 
Scotchmen are better judges of good 
whiskey than of good cooking. A 
Frenchman never tastes whiskey, and 
is a mighty fine judge of what to eat 
and how to serve and cook what he 
eats, 

There is a good story told of an old 
unmarried lady who had two nieces 
married on the same day to two 
rather sporty men who did not stay 
much at home. The newly-wed girls 
asked their aunt what would be the 
best plan to get their husbands to 
stay at home. “Feed the brutes,” 
said the aunt—she had three brothers 
whom she kept house for and knew 
one good way of keeping men at 
home. 

I promised that in this letter I 
would try and tell about our French 
dinners. My last week’s musings 
were about French breakfasts. In 
looking over what I said about coffee 
I notice that I forgot to mention the 
kind of sugar used. We had beet- 
root sugar; in this country it is called 
loaf sugar, and is white in color and 
is put on the table in cubes about an 
inch square, This sugar sweetens 
without giving any taste of “cane” or 
molasses, which to a Frenchman 
would spoil the aroma and fine taste 
the ‘coffee should have. 

Let me now speak of what would 
be an ordinary dinner menu. Soup, 
boiled beef and carrots, roast leg of 
mutton with Lima beans and turnips, 
roast chicken with water cresses, 
cheese, bread and butter. You got 
this dinner at one p.m., and sat at the 
table fully forty-five minutes, and be- 
tween the courses conversation and 
what we call fun was fast and furious. 
A Frenchman never lags or yawns at 
the dinner table. They are apt at 
making puns on words, When “Gam- 
betta” flew from Paris in a balloon 
—there was no other way of getting 
out as the Prussian army made a 
circle around Paris—well, on the 
Sunday morning that Gambetta made 
that brilliant escape and landed not 
far from where we were, and imme- 
diately began to deliver his stirring 
speeches to raise a new army, my 
friend Vagnair, who hated the repub- 
lic and everything about it said, 
“Gam bett a—that means ‘grand bete 
ah.’ I put last sentence in plain Eng- 
lish, ‘grand beast, ah.’ On another 


occasion they were speaking of the 
‘power and force of the republic. 
“Yes,” said Vagnair, “it is dirty force, 
it is a farce.” 

Soup may mean so many kinds of 
soup that to try to describe French 
soups would require a cook like Soyer 
and a writer like Zola. One remark 
I make is that our soup was always 
served hot and never greasy, and just 
enough was eaten to heat up the 
stomach and tell it to be ready for 
something else. You will notice that 
boiled beef and carrots come after 
the soup. No potatoes were served; 
we got potatoes with roast beef and 
certain kinds of fish. Good beef 
boiled and eaten with carrots fresh 
and nicely cooked may seem to be too 
common fare for people here who 
own a piano and call it a “payaner,” 
but we, being only common folks, 
liked the beef, French mustard and 
carrots. ; 

The next course, roast leg of mut- 
ton, is a common item on bills of 
fare all the world over. Beans are 
often served with roast mutton. 
These beans are not cooked like Bos- 
ton beans; no bacon or pork in their 
cooking. I do not know the details 
but these beans ate white, each bean 
distinctly by itself, with finely-cut 
parsley sprinkled over them, They 
taste sweet and mealy, and the pecul- 
iar taste of mutton blends with these 
beans. Turnips are also served with 
mutton as the taste of the turnip goes 
well with mutton. The roast chicken 
served with water cresses now fin- 
ishes what they call a plain dinner. 
I may remark that chickens served 
at the table in France are not. skinny 
skeletons, but round, plump birds. 
The people take pains to feed their 
poultry and it may be the flax seed 
they give as part of the food that 
gives the rich juiciness to the flesh of 
a French foul. The peculiar iron 
taste of water cress cleans the mouth 
and does away with any oily taste the 
chicken may have. A lot of good 
bread has been eaten during the din- 
ner, but no sane man puts butter on 
bread. while eating hot meats, The 
sauces served with these meats lose 
their relish if butter is put on your 
bread. 

You can now put butter on your 
little bit of bread as you eat an inch 
of splendid cheese and drink one 
glass of good claret wine. 

During dinner you have all the-beer 
you want, but no wine except you 
order it. Then to finish this plain, 
every-day kind of dinner, you retire 
to the “coffee” where you get a small 
cup of strong black coffee and light 
your pipe, which no Frenchman ever 
does with a piece of paper. He uses 
charcoal which is kept burning all the 
time in a copper urn. The lighting 
of a pipe with paper gives a nasty, 
papery taste and spoils the pleasure 
of enjoying the tobacco to the epi- 
curean smoker,

ANDOVER DEFEATED 


Exeter Wins 2 to 1 Victory Over Her 
Old Time Rival in Annual Game 


The old saying that the unexpected 
is sure to happen was fulfilled to the 
letter last Saturday when Phillips An- 
dover, the favorite team and the one 
most heartily backed, was defeated 
in her annual spring contest with 
Phillips Exeter. With Andover 
ahead up to the first of the eighth, 
Exeter suddenly turned the tables 
and surprised not only her opponents, 
but her own adherents as well by 
batting out a victory at the eleventh 
hour.

The contest was one of 
weak hitting, for the pitchers were in 
excellent condition and held the bats- 
men down, Andover getting three hits 
from Frye, while Exeter managed to 
secure four from Ripley and Ward- 
well, The game was principally a 
struggle between the pitchers, and all 
the tallies were made in two innings 
only, Andover scoring her one run 
in the first and Exeter making her 
two winning points in the eighth. 

Neal was the hero of the New 
Hampshire nine. Sent to the bat as 
an emergency hitter, he faced the 
proposition of winning or losing the 
game. With two men on bases, he 
did what he was expected to do, 
sending a line drive to the right. 
Mahan in Andover’s right field, 
fumbled just long enough to allow 
the two runs to count. 

Frye’s pitching was invincible. On- 
ly five Andover men saw first base. 
Catchers Donovan and Wright both 
did excellent work for their respect- 
ive teams. 

The weather was depressin 
throughout the game, and accounte 
without doubt, in no small degree for 
the lack of enthusiasm.

By PRESIDENT TAFT, 

We have an agricultural de- 
partment, and we are spending 
$14,000,000 or $15,000,000 a year 
to tell the farmers by the results 
of our research how they ought 
to treat the seil and how they 
ought to treat the hogs and how 
they ought to treat the cattle 
and the horses, with a view to 
having good hogs and good cat- 
tle and good horses. There is 
nothing in the constitution espe- 
clally about hogs or cattle or 
horses, and if out of. the public 
treasury at Washington we can 


establish a department for that 
purpose it does not seem to be a 
long step or a stretch of logic 
to say that we have the power 
to spend the money in a bureau 
of research to tell how we can 
develop good men and good wo- 


_men. Some of our enthusiastic 
conservators of national re- 
sources have calculated how 
much the life of each man and 
each woman in the community 
is worth to that community. I 
do not think it necessary to re- 
sort to that financial calculation 
in order to justify the saving of 
human life, such as can be ac- 
complished by the results of re- 
search and advice that will pro- 
ceed from a properly established 
bureau of health.
